REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


By this amendment, claims 1,10 and 15 are amended and claims 23-26 are added. Claim 
1 is amended to incorporate the feature of original claim 9. Claim 10 is changed to dependent 
from amended claim 1. Support of amended claim 15 can be found Paragraph [0032] of the 
present specification. New claims 23-26 are supported by original claims 1, 9 and 11-14. 
Furthermore, claims 9, 11-14 and 22 are currently cancelled without prejudice. 

Claim Objections . The Office Action (page 2) objected to claims 15-18. Claim 15 has 
been amended to remove the phrase "third state" to overcome the objection of claims 15-18. 

Claim Rejections - Claim 22 . In Paragraph 3 of the Office Action, claim 22 was rejected 
under Section 112, second paragraph. Claim 22 was also rejected in Paragraph 8 under Section 
102. Claim 22 has been cancelled. Applicant requests withdrawal of the rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter . Paragraph 1 1 of the Office Action (page 7) indicated that 
claims 8-14 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claim 1 has been amended to include the subject 
matter of allowable claim 9. Accordingly, Applicant submits that claim 1 and its dependent 
claims 2-8, 10 and 15-18 should also be allowable. Furthermore, new independent claims 23 and 
25 include the features of allowable claims 11 and 13. Therefore, Applicant submits that claims 
23, 25 and their dependent claims 24, 26 should also be allowable. If there are any remaining 
issues preventing allowance of the pending claims that may be clarified by telephone, the 
Examiner is requested to call the undersigned.
